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Methods  and  Ideas 

Well-meaning  collectors  and 
dealers  have  been  trying  to  work 
out  some  magic  method  of  grading 
coins  that  would  satisfy  everyone. 
They  have  been  doing  this  since 
coin  collecting  began. 

Personally,  I find  some  merit  in 
most  all  of  these  methods;  however 
basically  they  do  not  take  into 
consideration  the  one  thing  that 
defeats  their  purpose  - "the  human 
element . " 

A system  being  currently  tried 
is  the  use  of  numbers.  Since  it 
contains  all  the  gradings  from 
Poor  to  Proof  - including  About 
Very  Fine  and  Almost  Uncirculated  - 
the  only  advantage  I can  see  is 
that  it  would  require  less  print- 
ing space.  Certainly  a person  de- 
siring to  over-grade  a coin  could 
just  as  easily  use  the  figure  "5" 
denoting  Fine,  as  "6"  meaning  Very 
Good. 

Proper  grading  of  coins  is 
judgment  backed  by  experience  and 
honesty.  With  these  any  system 
would  be  satisfactory;  without 
-them  none  would  work.  So  it  seems 
rather  foolish  and  confusing  to 
dream  up  more  mechanical  methods 
of  grading  which  are  no  better  than 
the  person  applying  them. 

The  moral  - Hang  the  system  they 
use  as  long  as  you  are  confident 
it  has  been  honestly  and  properly 
applied  J

EZEKIEL'S  "STRANGERS" 

Egypt  allures  our  interest  all 
the  way  from  her  ancient  temple 
columns  in  Upper  Egypt  - so  massive 
that  no  man  of  the  present  day 
knows  how  they  were  transported 
there  - on  through  the  mysterious 
land  of  the  sphinx  and  pyramids, 
and  even  down  to  the  delta;  all  the 
way  from  her  strange  early  gods  - 
Ra,  Osiris,  Isis,  Amon,  Thoth, 

Sebek,  and  scores  of  others  - even 
down  to  her  present  growing 
Mohammedanism;  all  the  way  from  her 
earliest  Pharaohs,  flown  her  lines 
of  ruling  "strangers,"  and  even  to 
her  ruling  "stranger"  of  this  pre- 
sent day. 

How  privileged  we  are  1 - we  of 
this  20th  century  ! . We  may  hold  in 
our  inquiring  fingers  Egypt 1 s trea- 
sured symbols  of  immortalityf  - 
precious  scarabs  of  more  than  two 
thousand  years  ago;  we  may ‘gaze 
upon  and  hold  in  our  palms  authen- 
tic portraits  of  her  "stranger" 
rulers.  Think  of  holding  in  your 
own  left  hand  a coin  of  Alexander 
the  Great,  and  in  your  right 
another  coin  of  more  than  two  thou- 
sand years  later  - uncirculated  if 
you  so  choose  - bearing  a portrait 
of  the  present  day  "stranger"  king 
Jarouk. 

Farouk  has  time  for  pride  in  his 
coins;  and,  naturally,  his  own  out- 
put is  superior  even  to  the  degree 
of  elegance,  because  he  himself  is 
a coin  hobbyist.  His  collection  is 
valued  at  $,1*,000,000.00. 

And  why  is  he  called  a "stranger" 
king?  Let  us  see  Ezekiel's  pro- 
phecy in  the  year  572  B.C.: 

"...  there  shall  be  no 
more  a prince  of  the  land 
of  Egypt  ..." 

(Ezek.  30:12,  13) 

Egypt's  sins  had  been  so  grevious 
before  the  Lord,  that  he  declared 
through  his  prophet,  she  should  be 
ruled  always  "by  the  hand  of 
strangers"  - never  again  a king  of 
Egypt  who  was  of  Egyptian  blood  as 
had  been  her  Pharaohs  ! 

She  was  ruled  by  Persians,  then 
Babylonians;  then  Alexander  the 
Great,  king  of  Macedon,  took  Egypt 
332  B.C.  and  there  followed 
Ptolemy  I and  the  three  hundred 
years  under  Ptolemies  - Macedonians.

Farouk,  who  came  to  the  throne  in 
July  1937,  is  a direct  descendant 
of  an  Albanian,  Mohammed  Ali  by 
name. 

Coins  having  heads  of  the  Ptole- 
mies may  be  found  in  both  gold  and 
silver.  Some  are  remarkably  at- 
tractive. But  coins  of  Egypt's 
Roman  rulers,  interesting  from  the 
standpoint  of  history,  are  not 
beautiful.  Roman  rulers  used  potin 
(poe-tahng1)  for  their  Egyptian 
coins  - a compound  of  silver,  zinc, 
tin,  and  copper.  They  would  take 
no  prizes  on  beauty.  Ah  well,  per- 
haps their  lack  of  it  all  the  more 
enhances  the  Farouk  coins  to  the 
collector's  beauty-loving  eyes  I 
When,  on  January  16,  1952,  Bible 
students  heard  the  radio  announce- 
ment of  the  birth  of  a son  and  heir 
to  King  Farouk  and  his  beautiful 
young  Queen  Nariman,  they  realized 
that,  in  case  Crown  Prince  Ahmed 
Fuad  lives,  they  had  heard  the 
announcement  of  the  birth  of  another 
of  Ezekiel's  prophesied  "strangers."

MISSOURI  CENTENNIAL  HALF  DOLLAR 

On  August  10,  1821,  Missouri  was 
admitted  to  Statehood.  The  name  of 
the  State  signifies  "Mud  River." 

In  1921  was  the  100th  anniversary 
of  Missouri  as  a state  and  a special 
half  dollar  was  coined,  which  gives 
a suggestion  of  the  border  life  of 
that  state  in  its  early  history. 

It  was  designed  by  Robert  Aitken. 
The  Government  authorized  250,000 
pieces,  but  only  50,028  were  struck 
at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  A variety 
was  produced  with  a star  betwe'en  2 
and  1;  (2*1;)  denoting  that  Missouri 
was  the  2i*th  star  in  the  flag. 

5,000  pieces  with  this  "star"  were 
struck,  but  not  placed  on  sale  until 
several  months  after  the  other 
pieces  had  been  offered.  1*5,028 
were  coined  without  the  star,  of 
which  29,600  were  returned  to  the 
Mint  and  melted,  leaving  only 
15,1*28  outstanding.

in  sunken  letters. 

Missouri  was  the  2l*th  state  ad- 
mitted to  the  Union.  The  word, 
"Sedalia,"  refers  to  the  Exposition 
and  State  Fair  held  in  August,  1921, 
at  Sedalia  in  celebration  of  the 
centennial. 

In  July  1922,  The  Sedalia  Trust 
Company  of  Sedalia,  Missouri, 
official  custodian  of  the  Missouri 
Centennial  coins,  was  still  adver- 
tising the  "star"  variety  at  one 
dollar  each.

BENITO  PABLO  JUAREZ 

Benito  Juarez  has  been  called  tte 
"Lincoln  of  Mexico."  While  his  ef- 
forts to  better  his  people,  the 
Mexican  Indians,  did  not  have  an 
immediate  response,  as  did 
Lincoln's  efforts  to  free  the  ne- 
gro slaves  of  the  United  States, 
they  were  to  better  them  in  the 
long  run. 

Benito  Pablo  Juarez  was  born  on 
March  21,  1806,  at  San  Pablo 
Guelatao,  near  Santo  Tomas  de 
Ixtla,  in  the  State  of  Oaxaca, 
Mexico.  His  mother,  Brigida  Garcia 
de  Juarez,  died  at  his  birth,  and 
he  was  reared  by  a grandmother  and 
an  Uncle.  His  father  was  Marcelino 
Juarez. 

The  poverty  of  his  relatives  pre- 
vented formal  education,  and  at 
twelve  he  did  not  know  how  to  read 
or  write;  neither  did  ne  know  any 
Spanish.  In  l8l8  he  became  a ser- 
vant of  Antonio  Salanueva  in  Oaxaca 
and  availed  himself  of  the  oppor- 
tunity for  an  education.  First  lie 
studied  for  the  priesthood  - later, 
law. 

He  was  less  than  medium  height, 
of  pure  Indian  blood,  and  had  black 
piercing  eyes. 

On  August  1,  18Ii3»  be  married 
Margarita  Maza.  They  had  twelve 
children,  most  of  them  girls. 

He  began  holding  office  in 
Oaxaca  in  1831,  later  incurred  the 
wrath  of  Santa  Ana, . conqueror  of 
the  Alamo,  and  was  forced  to  flee 
to  New  Orleans.  Here  he  rolled 
cigars  to  help  support  himself.  He 
returned  to  Mexico  and  resumed  his 
role  in  politics.  Debts  with  Euro- 
pean countries  brought  their  inter- 
vention in  Mexico  from  1862  to  I867 
Juarez'  party  was  in  power  when  the 
French  put  Maximilian  .on  the  throne 
as  the  second  emperor  of  Mexico. 
Juarez'  forces  gathered  strength, 
and  at  Queretaro,  on  June  19,  1867 
Maximilian  was  executed.  The 
asylum  furnished  Juarez  in  the  U.S. 
in  the  1850 's  and  our  show  of 
friendship  during  French  occupancy 
did  not  make  Juarez  a trusting 
friend  of  the  United  States.  Rather, 
he  said,  "Between  Mexico  and  the 
United  States,  the  desert." 

Juarez  passed  away  on  July  18, 
1372.  While  venerated  by  the 
masses,  Juarez'  success  in  reform 
and  liberalism  was  based  on  an 
outgrowth  of  the  Ruropean  movement 
that  began  in  Mexico  in  1810  and 
required  fifty  years  to  fully  de- 
velop. 

In  1915  and  1916  the  bust  of 
Juarez  appeared  upon  revolutionary 
coinage,  injpld,  silver,  and  bronze 
in  the  State  of  Oaxaca.  On 
September  b,  19b7,  the  Mexican  Con- 
gress authorized  striking  of  a 
fifty  centavo  silver  coin,  bearing
